If they become pert of the Dominion nationa l 
peril system large sums will be speat upon them 
to make them accessible to the traveling public. Our 
readers no doubt will be interested to learn that the 
Dominion hat spent no less than $2,000,000 on na¬ 
tional peril in this Province during the la* eight 
years. We may add that Ottawa also propos es to 
Mjvsil nearly a $1,000,000 in assisting the Pro¬ 
vince to construct a highway along the Columbia 
from Golden northward to the Mount Robson park 
area. We presume this also would be included in 
our morning contemporary's catalogue of calamities. 

The transfer of these three areas of 1,000 square 
mites of course was not ooe of the terms so which 
the Dominion is restoring the railway lands to the 
Province; but nobody in British Columbia could 
reasonably object if it was. We are pomp to regain 
about 23.000 square miles of territory, including an 
enormous tract of the finest lands in the world m 
the Peace River country, to which we have no legal 
claim. In view of this windfall we should not hesi-

A RETROGRADE STEP 

A lderman mara and alderman 

Dewar are to be congratulated on the rigorous 
fight they put up at the City Council meeting last 
night m opposition to the reduction of the grant for 
the use of the Victoria and Island Publicity Bureau. 
They were unsuccessful, however, end it ie regret¬ 
table thet e majority favored a reduction of three 
thousand dollars—$21.300 instead of $24,500. 

It it an extraordinary thing that the members of 
the Council who either were lukewarm about the 
publicity rote or who favored its reduction were not 
anpieesed by the striking figures which Aider- 
man Mara quoted in respect of the tremendous 
growth of the holiday movement throughout the 
country. He showed how the nation's revenue from 
the tourist had grown from $91,000,000 in 1922 
to $190,000,000 m 1926. If he had required any 
further argument to support hie case, he could have 
informed the Council that the full returns for 1927 
are expected to total $277.000.000—more than 
half tha value of the whole wheat crop of the Do¬ 
minion. Hie suggestion thet the aldermen make it 
their business to understand the excellent work ac¬ 
complished by the Publicity Bureau was a timely
